It’s unanimous! CCC Board makes final its decision to build 


new main campus in downtown Astoria 





ASTORIA, OR -- Responding to a 


citizen advisory panel’s recommenda- 
tion, the Board of Directors of Clat- 
sop Community College (CCC) voted 
unanimously October 29th to make 
final its decision to build the proposed 
new main campus in downtown As- 
toria. 

The Board also incorporated into their 
action a second citizen committee’s 
report, produced by the South County 
Planning Team -- recommending ex- 
panded CCC facilities in Seaside and 
Cannon Beach. 

CCC administrators were authorized 
to develop the details of a bond meas- 
ure for new college facilities. The 
Board is looking at December as a 
possible date to adopt a resolution re- 
ferring a bond measure to the voters 
in the May 2002 primary election. 
“We are relieved we have a decision 
on site. Now we have a lot of work to 
do to determine the size and scope of 
the proposed bond measure,” says 
CCC President John Wubben. 

“We are moving with a sense of ur- 
gency,” Wubben says. 











| “We have to build new facilities or our 
accreditation - essentially our license to 
do business - is jeopardized.” 

During November and early December 
CCC will refine the plans for the down- 
town Astoria campus and look at possi- 
ble improvements in South Clatsop 
County. CCC and the City of Astoria 
will be working to secure the rights to 
acquire property on which to build the 
200,000 sq. ft. downtown campus on 
and near the current Astoria Safeway 
site. 

The New Campus Advisory Panel (New 
CAP), a citizen review group appointed 
by the CCC Board of Directors recom- 
mended earlier this month that the 
Board finally settle on the downtown 
site. In a report to the Board, New CAP 
determined the site met CCC 
development criteria and was physically 
and financially viable. Two years ago, 
another CCC special citizen group, the 
2020 Vision Task Force, determined 
that the current main campus was inade- 
quate to meet the area’s long-term edu- | 
cation needs and unanimously urged the | 
College to build new facilities.
